THE Right Reverend 
Stephen Conway has 
been named as the 
new Bishop of Ely. 

Mr Conway, 52, will 
become the 69th Bish¬ 
op of Ely and succeeds 
Bishop Anthony Russ¬ 
ell, who retired in Feb¬ 
ruary 

Following the announce¬ 
ment by the Bishop of Hunt¬ 
ingdon, Dr David Thomson, 
on Tuesday, the new bishop 
toured the diocese, meeting 
members of the University of 
Cambridge and a local 
farmer in Ramsey before 
attending evensong at Ely 
Cathedral. 

Mr Conway read theology

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at Cambridge University and 
trained for the priesthood at 
Westcott House. 

He said: “I thank God for 
calling me back to serve the 
region in which I studied for 
the ministry and where I was 
first sent out to preach the 
good news of Jesus. 

“One strand of my family 
hails from the area and I am 
looking forward to my 
homecoming. 

“With no spouse or child¬ 
ren of my own, I have always 
sought in parish and diocese 
to serve the building up of 
extended family life. 

“One of my treasured titles 
as a bishop is ‘father in God’ 
and I commit myself to 
being a passionate builder of 
community wherever people 
live, learn, work and pray. 

“My prayer is that in this 
way people may trust our 
approach to them with the 
good news of God’s love 
revealed in Jesus Christ. 

“I look forward to getting 
to know you all.” 

Mr Conway was ordained 
in J987 and went to work in 
the Diocese of Durham 


where he rose to become 
Archdeacon of Durham and 
the Canon Treasurer of its 
cathedral. 

He is currently the Suffra¬ 
gan Bishop of Ramsbury in 
the Diocese of Salisbury, 
where he has been serving 
since his consecration in 
June 2006. 

He has a keen interest in 
agriculture and is passionate 
about politics and com¬ 
munity development. 

Mr Conway has played a 
major role in building up 
links with churches overseas 
in places including Sudan 
and Latvia. 

In his spare time he enjoys 
walking, reading, travelling 
and watching rugby and 
cricket. 

Dr Thomson said: “I am 
delighted Bishop Stephen is 
to be our new diocesan. 

“We were both arch¬ 
deacons in the northern 
province a few years ago and 
it will be very good to be 
able to work more closely 
with him now in the Diocese 
of Ely.” 

Mr Conway will be off¬ 
icially installed and take up 
office early next year on a 
date yet to be decided.

Free school bid 
moves forward 


A TEACHER'S hopes of 
setting up her own sec¬ 
ondary school have taken 
another leap forward. 

Hannah Totman, 31, has laun¬ 
ched a petition for a new 
secondary school, called a free 
school, to be formed in Ely. 

It comes less than a month 
after the mother-of-one first 
announced her proposals. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, Mrs Totman, who lives 
near Newmarket, plans to apply 
to the Department for Education 
and Skills (DfES) to open a free 
school in the city. 

A free school is focussed on 
permitting and encouraging 
children’s and parents’ individ¬ 
ual initiatives instead of follow¬ 
ing strict government guidelines 
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and syllabuses. 

A handful of free schools have 
been opened across the country 
already, mainly in London, and 
Mrs Totman believes one is 
needed in the Ely area. 

Since hearing of her plans, 
other parents and even schools, 
including the City of Ely Comm¬ 
unity College, have lent their 
support. 

Mrs Totman has taught across 
the country for 10 years in¬ 
cluding spells at Ditton Lodge 
First School in Newmarket and 
Greneway Middle School in 
Royston. 

If the DfES is impressed with 
the application, the new school 


could be given the go-ahead 
without permission from local 
authorities. 

Mrs Totman said: “Things are 
moving fast and the amount of 
support I have received is 
brilliant. 

“Obviously there are some 
people who are dubious but it is 
clear there are many parents out 
there who want this for their 
children.” 

She is now urging people to

Child pom charges 
man pleads guilty 


A TEACHER has admitt¬ 
ed possessing indecent 
images of children and 
hardcore pornography 
featuring animals. 

Philip Scott, 43, pleaded 
guilty at Cambridge Crown 
Court last Friday to 10 counts 
of having indecent photo¬ 
graphs and films of children. 

He also admitted two 
counts of possessing extreme 
pornography involving horses 
and dogs. 

Scott, of Black Horse Drove, 
Littleport, was suspended from 
his job as a history teacher at 
Springwood High School, in 
King’s Lynn, following his arrest

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infanuary. 

None of the charges invol¬ 
ves children at the 1,600-pupil 
school, one of the biggest 
secondary schools in Norfolk. 

Scott admitted six charges 
of making indecent photo¬ 
graphs of a child between 
November 2005 and Dec¬ 
ember 2007. 

These included 43 images 
at level one, regarded as the 
least serious, one image at 
level three, one moving image 
at level one and five moving 
images at level two. 

The most serious of the

images were two films at level 
four, the second-most ext¬ 
reme classification of child 
pornography. 

Scott also pleaded guilty to 
four charges of possessing 
indecent photos of a child on 


lanuary 28 in Littleport. 

Those charges related to 24 
images at level one, one 
moving image at level one, 
five moving images at level 
two and two moving images at 
level four. 

Recorder Christopher Pur- 
chas ordered a pre-sentence 
report, as well as a psychiatric 
assessment. 

He said: “This is a very 
serious set of offences.” 

Scott was released on bail 
on condition he does not 
enter an educational estab¬ 
lishment. 

He will be sentenced at 
Cambridge Crown Court in six 
weeks. 


Sixth arrest over cannabis factory found on farm 


A SIXTH person has 
been arrested in conn¬ 
ection with the discovery 
of Cambridgeshire’s 
biggest ever cannabis 
factory. 

Matthew Wood, 37, of 
Wulfstan Way, Cam¬ 
bridge, was arrested last 
week and has been 


charged with conspiring 
to produce cannabis. 

He appeared at Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ 
Court and was committ¬ 
ed to Cambridge Crown 
Court. He entered no 
plea to the charge and 
has been remanded in 
custody. 


He was due to appear 
at Crown court today. 

It comes after some 
5,000 plants, said to be 
worth £1.75 million, 
were discovered at Tree 
Farm, Hill Row, Hadd- 
enham. 

Marcus Burton, 44, of 
Montfort Way, Cam¬ 


bridge, has appeared 
before magistrates 
charged with producing 
cannabis and was arr¬ 
ested along with a 40- 
year-old man from 
Huntingdon, who was 
released on bail. 

Craig Green, 29, of 
Primrose Lane, Hunting¬ 


don, Kyle Green, 24, also 
of Primrose Lane, and 
Michael Orchard, 40, of 
Orchard Close, Warboys, 
have already appeared in 
court charged with 
conspiracy to produce a 
class B drug.

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A BANK is taking action as it 
continues to be plagued by 
drug users and homeless 
people. 

For months, customers have been 
complaining about the pong of cann¬ 
abis at the HSBC branch in Butter- 
market, Ely. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
homeless people sleep inside the bank 
overnight, leaving behind rubbish and 
whiffs of the class B drug for staff to 
deal with the following morning. 

Like many banks, the branch allows 
its customers to access its cash 
machines at the building at any time. 

Because the machines are not on an 
outside wall, the bank has a button on 
the main entrance which, when 
pressed, allows people to gain access 
and carry out transactions indoors. 

The door into the bank itself is 
locked. 

HSBC has now applied for planning 
permission to build an external ATM - 
and if approved by planners, will be 
locking the lobby area overnight. 

Paul Sheldrake, a PR manager for 
the firm, told the Weekly News : "It is a 
shame that it has come to this but we 
are seeking to close the lobby area at 
night. 

“The majority of our customers 
appreciate that they can access the 
lobby at all times. 

“However, there are a minority of 
people who have been using it for 
reasons they shouldn’t do for quite a 
while now and we are now taking 
action." 

Mr Sheldrake added: “We are 
closing many of our lobby areas 
nationwide for similar reasons. 

“We have applied for planning 
permission to install an external ATM 
and hope this will solve the problem. 

“It might mean customers aren’t 
able to withdraw their money in dry, 
warm conditions overnight but at 
least they won’t feel vulnerable or face 
things they might not want to face.” 

The Weekly News first reported the 
problem in March after receiving 
dozens of complaints from readers. 

East Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil is expected to make a decision on 
HSBC’s planning application within 
the next eight weeks. 
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Relief for man stabbed by dirty needle 


A FATHER of three is 
breathing a huge sigh of 
relief after being told he 
has not contracted HIV 

lason Law (pictured 
right) was jabbed with a 
dirty hypodermic needle 
six months ago. 

Mr Law, who works as a 
groundsman for Littleport 
Parish Council, was clean¬ 
ing up the children’s play 
area in the village’s Par¬ 
sons Lane when a needle 
pierced his leg. 

A drug user had left the 
needle wedged in a swing 


in the park. He touched 
one of the swing’s ropes 
and it swung round, stab¬ 
bing the needle into his 
leg. 

The incident happened 
in February and Mr Law 
has only just been given 
the all-clear following 
regular blood tests and 
injections. 

He said: “Obviously it is 
a huge relief and I can 
now get on with living my 
life. 

“The past six months 
have been pretty scary as 


it is always in the back of 
your mind. It has been a 
long wait that, but at least 
now the news is good.” 

Mr Law, who lives in 
Littleport and still works 
for the council, said no 
needles have been found 
in the play area since 
police and the parish 
council launched a crack¬ 
down following the inci¬ 
dent. 

Plans to install CCTV 
and extra lighting at the 
play area are also moving 
forward.

Less is now more 
as trio shed 15st 


SWAPPING crisps and 
biscuits for fruit and 
cereal bars has helped a 
family lose a whopping 
15 stone in weight bet¬ 
ween them. 

Linda and Ken Ellis, both 
58, joined Slimming World’s 
Ely group in November 2008 
hoping to shed just a few 
inches off their waistlines. 

But since then the super 
slimming couple have drop¬ 
ped a combined 10.5 stone, 
with Mrs Ellis losing 4.5 stone 
and Mr Ellis dropping 6 
stone. 

Their son Andrew, 31, has 
also lost a bumper 4.5 stone 
by supporting his parents’ 
efforts. 

Mrs Ellis, who has now 
won the Ely group’s Slimming 
World Woman of the Year 
award, said they all feel like 
“completely new people”. 

She said: “I’ve always 
dieted and in the mid-90s 
lost a lot of weight by 
following the Slimming 
World plan. 

“However, there were then 
some family issues and then 
the weight gradually crept up 
on us all as we started to 
comfort eat. 

“We would eat takeaways 
probably twice a week as 
they were easy and would fit 
into our busy lifestyles. 

“Instead of fruit we’d snack 
on crisps and biscuits and 
generally not realise what 
rubbish we were putting in 
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our bodies.” 

Mrs Ellis, who works as a 
gardener in the city, said: “We 
just decided enough was 
enough and that we needed 
to get healthier. 

“The good thing about 
Slimming World is that it is 
not a drastic change - we still 
eat plenty of food, just 
healthy food. 

“We have so much energy 
now and feel like completely 
new people. Before I lost my 
weight, I would struggle to 
walk into town to do some 
shopping. 

“Now I walk everywhere, 
I’m able to do more and 
more gardening and I even 
have the bike out at long 
last.” 

Mr Ellis, who is a part-time 
teacher at Stretham Primary 
School and a part-time gard¬ 
ener, and his son, who is an 
electronic engineer, both said 
their health had improved 
since shedding the stones. 

The Ely group is run by 
Susie Fletcher, who featured 
in the Weekly News in 2008, 
after shrinking from size 32 
to a size 12. 

Mrs Ellis, of Chapel Street, 
Ely, said: “Susie is marvellous 
- she is always there for us 
and really supportive.”

Joint effort to stamp 
out straw bale blazes 


FARMERS are under fire from 
arsonists, triggering a crack¬ 
down on straw stack attacks. 

Police in Cambridgeshire are 
joining forces with the fire 
service to tackle the scourge 
after a spate of attacks. 

Officers have issued a warn¬ 
ing to twisted fire-starters who 
are putting their own, and other 
people’s, lives at risk 

From April 1 to August 8 this 
year, there have been 20 straw 
blazes sparked by arsonists, 
including three in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

Officers from the Rural 
Community Action Team 
(RCAT) are teaming up with 
Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
and Cambridgeshire Country¬ 
side Watch to launch Operation 


Armitage. 

Pc Robin Smith, who is 
leading the operation said: “And 
any person found committing 
arson will be dealt with. 

“These fires cost businesses 
thousands of pounds and have a 
dramatic effect on the rural 
community. With weather 
conditions leading to a shortage 
of hay this year it is vital that we 
crack down on these offenders. 

“There is also an important 
safety issue to consider. Those 
responsible are not only risking 
their own lives but potentially 
the lives of others.”

Crunch time 
for traders 


Sir, It’s decision time for Ely market 
traders. They have until September 
24 to decide if they want to 
continue trading at Ely on a 
Saturday If they do, they have to 
pay East Cambridgeshire District 
Council £120 up front, which is the 
total increase in stall rental until 
March 2011. If they have difficulty 
in finding this advance payment 
they will be forced to leave. Not an 
ideal situation in these credit 
crunch times. 

The traders are not happy having to 
pay the increase up front but 
accept that they have no choice if 
they want to continue trading at 
Ely. However, four traders have said 
that they will find it very difficult to 
find this lump sum. An approach 
was made to the council to see if 
they could help (say, taking the 
increase monthly rather than in 
one go). The answer was no, as the 
advance payment requirement is 
council policy. 

Interestingly, after the last 
community services meeting it was 
also council policy to charge VAT 
on stall hire, so as well as voting for 
the rent increase, the committee 
voted to impose VAT on the 
Saturday traders for the first time 
ever. Subsequently, it was 
discovered that stall hire is not 
subject to VAT and this “policy 
decision” was dropped. Policy 
decisions are obviously not set in 
stone, and a compassionate 
attitude to the four traders would 
be welcome. 

I find it unbelievable that the 
council is prepared to lose four 
existing loyal traders because of 
council policy, when at the same 
time it is currently committed to, 
and is trying to, find four new 
traders to add to the Saturday 
market by October 1. 

Unfortunately, the four traders who 
will have to go if they can’t find the 
advance payment contribute 
greatly to the diversity of products 
that the Saturday market offers, 
and it would be a very sad and 
unnecessary loss if they are forced 
to give up. 

To put it all into perspective, the £5 
increase will put the new rent for a 
12ft stall on the craft and 
collectibles market up to £25.63 
and an 8ft stall on the farmers’ 
market up to £26.79, some of the 
highest market rents in East Anglia. 
If, like me, you think that the 
council should find a way to enable 
these four traders to continue 
trading, please write to: The 
Chairman, Community Services 
Committee, East Cambs District 
Council, The Grange, Nutholt Lane, 
Ely, Cambs.

EEDA bosses 
must go quietly 

Sir, Before EEDA, government 
grants etc were allocated either 
directly from departmental 
budgets, or via local authorities. So 


EEDA claiming it is the fount of all 
the largesse that the taxpayer 
bestows on the local economy is 
spurious. The question has to be: 
are the allocations of grants etc 
better than before and is the 
improvement greater than the 
cost? 

A cursory look at the annual 
reports of EEDA indicates to me 
that most of the claims made by 
EEDA are from the activities of 
Business Link, an initiative handed 
over from the DTI. So no added 
value for EEDA there! 

If one then looks at the way EEDA 
has allocated funds over the last 10 
years one has to question its 
judgment. For example the 
Yarmouth outer harbour simply 
competes with other East Coast 
ports, where there is already over¬ 
capacity in the class it is designed 
for. And the King’s Lynn business 
park development, that is in the 
most vulnerable land in Lynn to 
flooding. 

However, it is the directors’ salaries 
that are the real scandal! The 
executive directors take a total 
remuneration of nearly £1 million 
between the eight directors to 
allocate around £70 million of 
revenue expenditure and £62 
million of capital. 

Cambridgeshire County Council 
directors’ remuneration is £1.1 
million across just seven directors, 
responsible for over £330 million of 
revenue expenditure and £163 
million of capital. And they are 
responsible for critical front line 
services such as education and 


social services. 

As I said, go quietly, or we will start 
asking questions about the size of 
any pay-off they get when they are 
made redundant. 

From the “mis-guided and ill- 
informed”.

Addict tried 
to hide drags 
in his pants 


A DRUG dealer who stuffed a 
stash of heroin in his underpants 
to avoid being caught by police 
has been jailed. 

When police stopped a speeding car he 
was a passenger in, officers watched 
Christopher Baldwin, 32, shove some¬ 
thing down his trousers. 

He also tried to throw a package of 
drugs worth £1,360 behind a wall - while 
he was being interviewed by police at the 
roadside. 

Cambridge Crown Court heard Bald¬ 
win, of Churchfield Court, Little Down- 
ham, was couriering drugs after being 
unable to fund his £80-a-day habit, which 
spiralled out of control after his brother 
died from a heroin overdose. 

Georgina Gibbs, mitigating, said he was 
“under threat from a number of people in 
the drug dealing world”, and had devel¬ 
oped a “raging” addiction to the Class A 
drug. 

Baldwin was caught by police in 
Norfolk Road, Ely, on March 11, when 
officers spotted a red Vauxhall Cavalier 
being driven at speed around the town. 

James Earle, prosecuting, said: “He 
appeared to be stuffing something down 
the trousers of a tracksuit.” 

When questioned by police, he was

“slightly shifty” and kept trying to edge 
away from the officers and ditch the stash 
of drugs. 

Miss Gibbs said Baldwin, who has a 13- 
month-old daughter, had been “very 
candid” with police after his arrest and 
“gave the police a lot of information 
against his own interests” - but insisted 
there were “good reasons” why he had 
not told them who he was working for, 
adding: “He claimed he was under some 
level of threat.” 

She said he was a “vulnerable addict 
who is very much committed now to 
changing his life”, but admitted: “This is a 
very serious offence which crosses the 
custody threshold.” 

Having earlier pleaded guilty to 
possession of a Class A drug with intent 
to supply, Baldwin was sentenced to two 
years in jail. 

Recorder Christopher Forsyth said: 
“This is the shortest period of time which 
in my opinion matches the seriousness of 
the offence.” 

He also passed an order for the for¬ 
feiture and destruction of the drugs 
seized.

A DISGRUNTLED house¬ 
holder is calling for action at 
a busy junction after a car 
ploughed through her 
hedge. 

Linda Homan and her husband 
Mark were woken early last Wed¬ 
nesday when a Ford Fiesta 
careered off the A142 between Ely 
and Soham, stopping a few yards 
from their front door. The driver, a 
Polish man, was unhurt, but the 
car is thought to be a write-off. 

Mrs Homan lives on the turn-off 
to Barway, which is home to the 
busy G’s Marketing depot, where 
hundreds of seasonal farm 
labourers live. 

She is now calling on highways 
chiefs to look at the safety of the 
junction, the scene of several 
crashes.

“I think this is what happened 
here. The Polish lad was fine and 


my husband ended up towing him 
out of our garden. 

“Luckily the person who laid our 
hedge placed a couple of railway 
sleepers in it. If they hadn’t been 
there, the car would have gone 
straight through the hedge and 
into our house. 

“I’ve contacted the council 
many times about lighting as there 
have been all sorts of accidents, 
but nothing has happened. It’s 
definitely time to look again at 
this.” 


Amanda Mays, team leader for 
road safety engineering at 
Cambridgeshire County Council, 
said the council had made 
improvements along that stretch. 

“As the accident rate at the site is 
relatively low - there have been 
five incidents in as many years - 
we have no current plans for 
further work. 

“Obviously we will take into 
account any evidence which the 
police uncover following this 
incident and continue to monitor 
the site.” 


Ditch crash leaves woman with injured back 


A WOMAN suffered min- 
or back injuries after 
crashing her sports car 
into a water-filled ditch. 

Emergency services 
were called to the A142 at 
Witchford at 9.15am last 
Friday. 

The 42-year-old wom¬ 


an was driving a Toyota 
MR2 Roadster when it 
came off the road and 
plunged into the ditch. 

Firefighters had to cut 
the motorist free from the 
vehicle and paramedics 
treated her at the scene.

A spokeswoman for 
the East of England Amb¬ 
ulance Service said: “The 
woman was suffering 
with lower back pain and 
was treated by para¬ 
medics at the scene 


before being taken to 
hospital. 

“The fire service and 
the police also attended.” 

The incident caused 
major tailbacks along the 
A142 and the A10 until 
the road was reopened at 
11.10am.

Rapist who 
dressed as 
clown gets 
12 years 

A MAN who raped a young 
girl while he was wearing a 
clown’s outfit has been jailed 
for 12 years. 

Anthony Hearn, 52, had 
faced 20 charges of sexual 
offences against the girl and 
was convicted of all of them 
after a trial at Huntingdon 
Crown Court earlier this year. 

Hearn, of Linwood Lane, 
March, who denied the 
charges, returned to the 
court for sentence and was 
locked up for a total of 12 
years and barred from 
working with children. 

Charges included rape, 
sexual assault, sexual activity 
with a child and indecent 
assault. 

The offences happened 
between 1995 and 2007 and 
some dated from before the 
victim’s eighth birthday. 

The victim, now 18, told 
the court she has a fear of 
clowns. 

She said: “The assault 
happened when he had a 
clown’s outfit on. It was a 
clown’s face.” 

The victim, who had a 
baby when she was 15, 
recorded part of a telephone 
conversation with Hearn and 
revealed its contents to 
police a year later. 

She told the court the 
allegations had been her 
word against his and that she 
needed to provide proof. 

She denied a defence 
allegation that she had “set 
up” Hearn. 

She said she had not 
mentioned the telephone 
recording for a year because 
she was afraid of what Hearn 
would do to her family.

Content, of Orchid Way, failed a road¬ 
side breath test and at Ely police station 
gave a reading of 74 micrograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of breath. The

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legal limit is 35 micrograms. 

She admitted driving while above the 
legal alcohol limit.

She added: “Miss Content is a 69-year- 
old woman who has never been before a 
court before. 

“On the evening in question she had 
drunk some wine and made a very bad 
error of judgment. 

“She admitted what she had done to 
police and was fully co-operative at all 
times. 

“She has also since given her car to a 
friend, who will be giving her lifts as and 
when she needs them.” 

She added: “Miss Content never wants 
to drive again.” 

Presiding magistrate the Rev Michael 
Matthews banned Content from driving 
for 20 months. 

She was also fined £180, ordered to pay 
£85 costs and a £15 victim surcharge.

INDIAN^OARDEN 
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Three strikes 
burglar faces 
jail sentence

A “ONE man crime 
wave” is facing a 
lengthy spell behind 
bars under the ‘three 
strikes and you're out' 
rule for persistent 
burglars. 

Adam Bishop-Bridges, 
originally from Ely, is likely 
to be jailed for at least 
three years later this 
month after clocking up 
his third conviction for 
burglary 

The 21-year-old admitt¬ 
ed burgling properties in 
Windsor Road and Gilbert 
Road, Cambridge, in Aug¬ 
ust, when he appeared at 
the city’s Crown court last 
Friday 

He is also set to admit 
further offences in Cam¬ 
bridge before his sentence 
date in late September. 

Bishop-Bridges was told 
he had fallen foul of the 
US-style system, brought

into law in 2002 to deter 
career burglars. 

He has previously served 
two terms in a young 
offenders’ institution in 
2008 and 2009 after 
admitting more than 300 
offences, including almost 
100 burglaries and 76 
vehicle thefts, mainly in 
the Ely area. 

Speaking after his con¬ 
viction last February, Det 
Sgt Mark Baker called 
Bridges “a one-man crime 


wave” and a “professional 
criminal”. 

The court was told 
Bishop Bridges, who 
comes from Ely and 
moved to Victoria Road, 
Cambridge, had stolen car 
keys, 40 euros and food 
from a home in Gilbert 
Road on August 5. 

He then stole an amount 
of US dollars and a laptop 
from a home in Windsor 
Road on August 12. 

Returning him to cust¬ 
ody, Recorder Christopher 
Purchas told Bishop- 
Bridges: “These are serious 
offences and will almost 
certainly end in custody.” 

He has previously been 
sentenced to 30 months' 
detention for house burg¬ 
laries in 2008 when he 
admitted 204 offences in 
east Cambridgeshire over 
the previous three years. 

He was then given the 
same term again in 2009 
after restarting his offences 
almost immediately after 
release.

Victory 
in £ 62 k 
fight for 
savings 

RETIRED brickie, John Bailey, 
has been celebrating the return 
of his life savings after months 
of worry. 

The pensioner, who lives in Chatteris, 
took a hit on his money when cash he 
had invested in the Woolwich was 
switched to a different fund when 
Barclays took over. 

Mr Bailey, 69, told the Weekly News. 
“They said they could get me 6 per cent 
by investing in the Aviva-Morley Global 
Balanced Income Fund.” 

So he put his £98,000 life savings into 
it. But it all went wrong, and Mr Bailey 
found his savings had halved. 

He added: “Barclays said they 
couldn’t do anything.” 

He went to the Ombudsman, and 
joined a protest outside the bank’s 
branch in Diss, and then one in West¬ 
minster. 

After 18 months and help from a 
claims advisor, Mr Bailey has got his 
money back, plus interest, in total, 
£62,000. 

He said: “I’m very pleased. I wanted 
to tell you about it so that if anyone else 
is in the same position they know what 
to do.” 

Paul Cooper, senior partner of 
Claims, the London company which 
helped Mr Bailey, said: “It has been a 
long haul. lohn invested £98,000 when 
he retired in 2007 and Barclays rejected 
his complaint alleging his attitude to 
risk was adventurous. 

“Luckily I was able to get evidence 
from a local IFA who had given him 
pension advice that he was an 
extremely cautious individual. This 
helped to clinch the case and the 
ombudsman service has finally got him 
back his money. 

“I think the importance of the par¬ 
liamentary lobby run by Barclays 
Investment Victims Club members last 
month - about 80 of them came to the 
House of Commons - is what turned 
the scales against Barclays. 

“About 5,000 people in the UK 
invested in the two funds involved and 
about 4,000 of them are still completely 
unaware that they have a right to 
compensation and that their losses are 
not due to market falls but to the fact 
that Barclays sold a high risk fund to 
people but told them is was ‘balanced 
or cautious’.”

THE late Stieg Larsson’s best-selling 
Millennium trilogy, which began with The Girl 
With The Dragon Tattoo, continues with this 
gritty descent into the sickening world of sex 
trafficking. 

Set one year after the events of the first film, 
The Girl Who Played With Fire is another 
lean, muscular thriller that pulls no punches 
in its depictions of the violence and cruelty 
meted out to the morally conflicted 
characters.

ONE man’s quest for love could 
result in a little more than a 
broken heart in Edgar Wright’s 
video game-styled comedy 
based on the graphic novels by 
Bryan Lee O’Malley. 

A blitzkrieg on the senses from 
the opening frames, Scott Pilgrim 
I/s. The World will appeal to 
young, techno-savvy audiences 
who live vicariously through their 
joypads and remotes. 

Editing is frenetic, though 
thankfully the action sequences 
don’t reduce to an 
incomprehensible blur, 
complemented by a loud, rocking 
soundtrack. 

Scott Pilgrim (Cera) is the 22- 
year-old bass guitarist with the 
band Sex Bob-omb, which also 
includes guitarist Stephen Stills 
(Webber), drummer Kim Pine 
(Pill) and lifelong fan Young Neil 
(Simmons), who knows all of the 
songs and riffs by heart. 

The eponymous strummer 
doesn’t enjoy a roaring success 
with girls and to stave off 
loneliness, begins dating 17- 


year-old Chinese Catholic 
schoolgirl Knives Chau (Wong). 
Gay roommate Wallace Wells 
(Culkin) is horrified and 
immediately sends a text to 
Scott’s sister Stacey (Kendrick), 
who tries and fails to reason with 
her little brother. 

Then Scott meets the girl from 
his dreams, Ramona Flowers 
(Winstead), and is instantly 
smitten. They share a night 
together and everything seems 
perfect, apart from the small 
matter that Scott has neglected to 
tell Knives that he is going to 


dump her. 

During Sex Bob-omb’s first round 
performance at the Toronto 
International Battle of the Bands, 
Ramona’s ex-boyfriend Matthew 
Patel (Bhabha) challenges Scott 
to a duel to the death. 

“If we’re going to date, you might 
have to defeat my seven evil 
exes,” Ramona reveals. 

So the plucky musician must 
face Lucas Lee (Evans), Todd 
Ingram (Routh), Roxy Richter 
(Whitman), the Katayanagi Twins 
(Saitou, Saito) and record label 
supremo Gideon Graves 


(Schwartzman). 

The digital effects are very cute 
at first but the bombardment is 
relentless and by the end of the 
film, we feel almost as exhausted 
as the characters. 

Just like the end of a video game, 
when the player gets a Continue? 
option to insert more coins, 
Wright’s film concludes with a 
countdown to more potential 
adventures with Scott and the 
gang. 

These two hours are quite 
sufficient.

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Expert answers the big 
questions on giant veg

F or most of us, 

growing vegetables 
is all about being 
able to harvest a good 
crop of tasty produce to 
feed the family. But for 
a select few, there’s a 
different goal. 

As many vegetable 
competitions reach their 
peak, giant veg growers will 
now be taking apart their 
home-made protective 
barriers and supports to find 
out if their beloved veg has 
reached the required length 
or weight to clinch a medal. 

Peter Glazebrook, a double 
Guinness World Record 
holder for the heaviest 
parsnip at 5.9kg (131b) and 
the longest beetroot at 
6.405m (21ft), will once again 
be entering a variety of veg 
into the annual UK National 
Giant Vegetables 
Championships in 
September. 

Peter, 66, a retired 
buildings surveyor, has been 
growing giant veg for 18 years 
in his garden close to the 
Trent Valley in 
Nottinghamshire, which 
benefits from good soil and a 
moderate climate, with no 
extremes in temperature.

This is vital, because if the 
weather is too hot, onions 
and leeks will stop growing 
and start ripening early. If it’s 
too cold, growth generally 
will slow. 

“People generally get into it 
after entering local shows 
with ordinary veg,” he 
explains. 

“You often find classes for 
the heaviest marrow or the 
biggest runner bean in the 
little shows.” 

Gardeners then progress to 
regional and national shows. 
The European Giant 
Vegetable Growers’ 
Association (EGVGA) 
provides links to specialist 
websites and access to 
specialised seeds. The 
organisation also runs a 
European competition each 
year. 

“The secret to success is 


starting with the right seed,” 
says Peter. 

“It’s learning how to grow 
them and putting a lot of 
effort in and picking up tips 
from other growers and 
reading what you can about 
it.” 

Seed companies such as 
Medwyn Williams andW 
Robinson and Son specialise 
in giant veg and provide 
growing information on their 
websites. 

Starting vegetables off early 
in artificial heat to give them 
a long growing season and 
harvesting late are two of the 
main necessities for success. 

In the greenhouse, Peter 
uses soil-less compost, but 
once the plants are 
transplanted he uses the 
compost required by the 
specific vegetables. 

Vegetables such as 
pumpkins are easier to grow 
because they aren’t started 
off until April, but leeks and 
onions need to be started off 
under glass in November and 
will need tending all through 
the winter if they are to 
become giants. 

“That’s what sorts out the 
keen growers from the 
normal gardeners,” he says. 

As well as needing a 
greenhouse, there’s a wealth 


of other potential expenses 
such as under-soil heating, 
costly polytunnels, heavy 
frames and sturdy supports. 
However, many of the 
growers have come up with 
innovative home-made 
contraptions to allow their 
vegetables to grow to their 
optimum size. 

Peter starts his parsnips in 
the greenhouse in December 
- along with leeks, onions 
and carrots, maintaining a 
minimum temperature of 
IOC - and grows the parsnips 
in pipes with the bottoms 
sealed to achieve a long root 
in winter before 
transplanting them into a 
raised bed under a tunnel in 
spring. 

“It’s a case of trying to grow 
veg steadily right through 
until harvesting. 

“You’re constantly 
monitoring temperature, 
ventilation and watering. 
When they get too big in pots 
in the greenhouse you then 
have to transfer them to their 
growing areas. You have to 
plant them under a tunnel to 
grow them on or home-made 
enclosed structures made of 
timber and polythene where 
you can take the sides off 
when summer arrives.” 

He only grows two long- 


rooted beetroots because of 
their eventual size, planting 
them individually in long 
tubes which the root can run 
down. The tubes, which are 
only 3in wide, are positioned 
above ground level at an 
angle. Peter has to climb a 
ladder to water the plants 
while they are growing. 

Trusses of runner beans 
and tomatoes will need to be 
thinned to a point where you 
might just have one 
specimen left on the plant 
and all the energy goes into 
that one fruit. Tomatoes are 
heavier when they are green, 
hence almost all heavy 
tomatoes you’ll see on a show 


bench are unripe. 

Judges are looking for size 
and length, rather than the 
prettiness of a veg, he says. 

Peter reckons you can eat 
most giant vegetables, but I 
wouldn’t. Giant root 
vegetables are surely too 
woody for the palate and any 
giant marrow would have a 
tough, leathery skin which no 
amount of cooking would 
soften.

Moving home can be a complicated business and, in the hectic run to the big 
day, it is all too easy to forget something vital. The Property News offers their 
readers this handy checklist that should help avoid major pitfalls. We suggest 
you tick off the items as you deal with them... 


WITH FOUR WEEKS TO GO: 


I—. Get estimates from removal companies, checking that comprehensive insurance cover is 
[J available against damage or loss. Is there a packing and unpacking service? Confirm the 
date of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

□ Check on your home contents insurance policies to ensure that you are covered for the 
move, and covered at your new address. 

□ Make arrangements for your gas and electricity meters (plus water meters where relevant) 
to be read and all your appliances to be disconnected on the day of your move. 

□ Arrange to take over gas and electricity at your new address, and make sure that all 
appliances will be properly fitted, plumbed or connected. 


□ Notify British Telecom and ask them to make the necessary arrangements for a final account 
at your present address, and for taking over or installing telephone facilities at your new 
home. 

□ Arrange for change of address cards to be printed. 


WITH TWO WEEKS TO GO: 


□ Confirm all arrangements, times etc, for meter readings, disconnections and reconnections, 
with authorities and with your buyer and seller. 

□ Make sure you have a good stock of packing materials, including sturdy boxes and plenty of 
string and sticky tape. 

□ Begin to throw out unwanted items from attics, wardrobes. What you really don't want you 
may as well dump now, or send to charity. It's a great time for a good sort out! 


WITH ONE WEEK TO GO: 


Q Send off change of address cards. 

Q Arrange and pay for automatic redirection of your mail by the Post Office. 

□ Cancel and pay up accounts for routine delivery services such as milk, groceries, fuel and 
your Cambridge Evening News. Re-organise these deliveries for your new address. 

□ Defrost refrigerators in preparation for move and, if you are moving a freezer and its 
contents, turn it up to maximum for a couple of days before you move. 


WITH ONE DAY TO GO: 


□ Complete your packing except for those items you are likely 
to need overnight, and prepare a picnic for moving day. 

Have a large enough cash 'float' available to deal with 
□ unexpected expenses, and make sure you have collected 
documents and valuables together in a safe place. 

□ Cover carpets which are being left behind, so as to minimise 
damage during furniture removal. 

□ Check through previous lists to make sure nothing has been 
overlooked, then enjoy a worry-free early night!

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Used superminis ‘cheaper’ 


THE good news for 
Britain’s used car buyers 
continues - and the 
market’s biggest sellers, 
superminis, are now a 
tenth cheaper in the 
trade than they were a 
year ago. 

The August used car price 
index published by pricing 
experts CAP also shows that 
the fall in values accelerated 
in July, but it is the smaller 
cars that have seen the 
largest year-on-year 
reductions in value. 

Translated, says CAP, this 
means a typical three-year- 
old city car, or supermini, is 
now 10 per cent cheaper in 
the trade than the exact 
equivalent vehicle in August 
2009. 

Cars across all sectors have 
seen their values reducing 
since April this year, adds 
CAP gradually wiping out the 
price rises that occurred 
during much of 2009. 

Meanwhile, the launch of 
the new V5 car registration 
document this month is a 
timely reminder of the 
importance of documents

when you come to sell the 
vehicle, says Tim Naylor, a 
spokesman at British Car 
Auctions (BCA). 

“The right paperwork is 
essential when it comes to 
selling a motor,” says Naylor. 

“Any time or money 
invested in getting your car to 
look great for a sale may well 
be wasted if you haven’t got 
the right paperwork to hand 
when you sell it. 

“In fact, no-one should 
consider selling their car 
without the relevant 
documents. Many 

professional buyers will 
down-value vehicles if the V5 
logbook document is 
missing, because it causes 
delays and administrative 
headaches. 

“Although it is not proof of 


ownership, the V5 is required 
for re-registering ownership, 
and for when road licence is 
purchased for example, and 
is a vital part of the whole 
package for someone buying 
a used car.” 

Naylor goes on: “Selling a 
car with a long MoT also 
builds buyer confidence in 
the vehicle - but not if you 
have misplaced the docu¬ 
ment itself. While it may be 
relatively easy to check MoT 
details online at Directgov, a 
replacement MoT document 
for £10 is a worthwhile 
investment when selling a 
car.” 

Finally, many young 
drivers find that their dream 
of buying a sports car, or a 
hot hatchback, quickly fades 
as the reality of trying to get 
affordable insurance as an 18 
year-old newly qualified 
driver kicks in. 

“To cut insurance cover 
costs, the choice for young 
drivers, those aged 25 and 
under, is limited to either a 
sensible small hatchback or a 
sensible small hatchback,” 
says Daren Wiseman, valua¬ 
tion services general mana¬ 


ger at Manheim Auctions. 

“But that isn’t such a bad 
thing,” he adds. “There are 
certainly plenty to choose 
from, and prices aren’t too 
high if you shop around.” 

Wiseman says recent sales 
at Manheim have included 
good selections of 
economical small hatch¬ 
backs, and examples include 
a 2004 Citroen C2 with 59,000 
miles on the clock, which 
sold for £1,600; a 2004 Ford 
Ka with 25,000 miles for 
£1,600; a 2003 Ford Fiesta 
with 72,000 miles for £1,500; 
and a 2003 Nissan Micra with 
51,000 miles for £1,560. 

But, Wiseman warns: 
“When looking for bargains, 
don’t be tempted by the 
cheapest car you see as that 
may end up being expensive 
to run and maintain. Buy a 
model that has sold well in 
the past, and from a major 
manufacturer, so that spares 
are readily available. 

“If possible, try to avoid 
one with really high mileage 
and too many owners. 

Also, wherever you can, 
look for evidence of regular 
servicing.”

ALTHOUGH Alfa Romeo has to 
date created more than 70 
models in its rich 100-year 
history, it all came down to a 
battle between just two iconic 
Alfas in a poll of fans’ favourites, 
initiated to celebrate the Italian 
marque’s centenary year.

The GTAm and Alfa’s current 
supercar, the 8C Competizione, 
led the way against a shortlist of 
classics including the 2900 B Le 
Mans, Alfasud and the 156 GTA. 

A worthy runner-up, with 19.8 
per cent, the 8C Competizione - 
worth more than £123,000 - 


debuted as a concept car at the 
Frankfurt Motor Show in 2003 
and went on to be produced in 
2008 as a limited edition model 
of just 500 examples and selling 
out almost immediately. The car’s 
name derives from Alfa’s world- 
famous 8-cylinder (8C) engine 
and the marque’s racing 
pedigree. 

The Alfa Spider Duetto, widely 
regarded as a design classic, 
finished in third place with 16.01 
per cent of the vote. This car was 
first launched in 1966 and 
famously starred in the legendary 
film The Graduate in 1967, 
alongside Dustin Hoffman and 
Anne Bancroft.

GTAm was a great Alfa and a 
deserved winner. It’s really 
interesting to see how people 
voted in the poll.

particular attention to improving 
the cooling systems around the roof 
of the vehicle while minimising 
disruption to the airflow at high 
speeds. At the same time the 
changes have meant the Touareg 
has adopted a fresh look with new 
LED lights, a new grille, window 
line, rear clamshell and wheels. 

Beneath the bodywork the twin- 
turbocharged 2.5-litre TDI engine 
has been optimised to allow greater 
economy while still producing 
296bhp and 442 lbs ft of torque. It 
has also been revised to cope with 
the severe altitude changes incurred 
on the Dakar with the vehicle 
climbing to heights of more than 
15,000 feet above sea level. 

The Race Touareg 3 can now 
adapt to these conditions, meaning 
the performance doesn’t suffer 
despite the thinner air encountered 
at such altitudes. 

The 2.5-litre engine channels its 
drive through three limited slip 
differentials via a newly upgraded 
five-speed sequential gearbox and a 
ZF-Sachs three-plate ceramic 
clutch. 


The result is the ability to 
accelerate to 62mph in 6.1 seconds 
before reaching a top speed of 
117mph in nearly any conditions. 

In order to maintain these speeds 
in extreme off-road conditions the 
Race Touareg 3 needs to be able to 
withstand the rigours passing over 
sand dunes, through deep mud, 
and across gravel and broken 
tarmac roads. 

As a result the Race Touareg 3 is 
based on a high-strength steel 
spaceframe chassis with a pair of 
springs and damper units fitted to 
every corner in order to protect the 
vehicle against severe impacts. A set 
of specially developed BF Goodrich 
235/85 R16 tyres provide the grip 
while a pair of wheels and tyres are 
carried by the vehicle at all times. 

The new Race Touareg 3 has 
already undergone shakedown tests 
comprising 10,000km of simulated 
special stages ahead of the 2011 
Dakar Rally. 

This equates to twice the length 
of the Rally itself and a greater 
distance than Formula 1 cars cover 
in an entire season.

Honda gives Jazz a hybrid option 


A HYBRID version of 
Honda’s much-loved Jazz 
will make its world debut at 
the Paris Motor Show in 
September, bringing lower 
emissions and improved 
fuel economy to the 
practical supermini. 

The introduction of 
Honda’s petrol-electric IMA 
system to the Jazz makes 
the car the world’s first B- 
segment hybrid. 

Featuring the practicality 
and flexibility of the current 
Jazz, but with reduced C02 


emissions and 
improvements to fuel 
economy, the hybrid 
version will be on sale 
early next year. 

The car will feature the 
same engine as the Insight 
hybrid; a 1.3-litre i-VTEC 
engine combined with a 
CVT gearbox, with an 
electric motor sandwiched 
between the two to create 
a parallel hybrid system. 
The hybrid Jazz - like the 
Insight and Civic Hybrid 
models-will be capable of 


running on the electric 
motor alone under some 
medium and low speed 
conditions. 

Much of the Jazz’s 
practicality is derived from 
its height, but despite 
being taller than the current 
Honda Insight, the hybrid 
version of Jazz manages to 
maintain fuel consumption 
and C02 emissions on 
comparable levels. 

MPG and emissions data 
will be released at the Paris 
Motor Show in September.

Nixon blanches out

A TREE branch played a crucial 
role in helping Chris Nixon win 
the John Durman County Open 
at Ely City Golf Club.

with Nixon, and it meant a four- 
hole play-off on holes one, 11, 15 
and 18. 

Nixon went into an early lead as 
Pike made a bogey on the first, and 
it remained the same until the 18th 
hole, where Nixon made a bogey. 

It meant sudden death around 
the same four holes and, after pars 
at the first, Pike missed the green 
at 11 and after chipping up to six 
feet, just failed the make the putt.

INJURY-HIT Goldie Sayers believes 
pulling out of the Commonwealth 
Games will be for the best in the long 
term. 

The Cambridgeshire javelin thrower, who 
attended King’s School, Ely, has been 
forced to withdraw from the England squad 
for Delhi due to ongoing concerns over a 
hip injury suffered during the Aviva 
National Athletics Championships in June.

She said: “It’s really disappointing, but it 
was always going to be difficult being fit in 
time. 

“The rehab has gone really well, but the 
team had to be finalised yesterday and I’d 
rather they give my place to someone who’s 
fully fit. 

“I could have gone and then had to pull 
out later on, but I just didn’t know if I’d be 


able to throw off a full run-up by the 
beginning of October.” Sayers admitted the 
disappointment would only fully hit home 
once the competition is on, but felt she 
needed the extra time to make sure she is 
right for next year’s world championships 
and the London Olympics in 2012. 

She said: “My hip will probably feel a lot 
better by then having been cleaned up a 
bit. 

“It’s easy to make the decision now, but it 
will be difficult watching it on TV 

“It would have been a lot of stress getting 
there and trying to do something decent. 

“It’s all very good being healthy, but 
being competition-fit is a completely 
different ball game, and considering I’ve 
only done standing throws up to now, it 
shows how far there is to go. 

“But I’ve done some really good work in 
the interim, so I’m quite excited about next 
year and hopefully I’ll be throwing by next 
April.”
